SENATE GETS INTO LINE. 


Speaker Says Legislators Will 


Prove They-Cannot Be Dom- 
inated or ,Coerced,

Albany, N. ¥., June 30.~-Theodore Ragse- 
velt was beaten decisively today. Whatever 
may be the fina) outcome of his first adven- 
ture in politics since his.retirement from the 
White house, he met defeat flatfooted at the 
hands of the Republican organization in 
the assembly. | 

At a late hour the senate made up its mind 
to follow the course of the house. ‘After a de- 
bete that lasted) until after midnight the 
senate adopted the house motion to adjourn 
sine die tomorrow. This is taken to mean 
that the measure favored by Mr. Roosevelt 
has no chance to pass. 

The Cobb direct nomination bill was killed 
in the assembly this afternoon, after a long, 
hard fight. The final count stood 80 to 68 
in favor of acc ng the adverse report ‘of 
the judiciary co ittee, which had. the bill 
in charge. 

The Republicans in the senate held a cau- 
cus tonight, but only twenty-three senators 
were there. They voted to makea’ party 
measure of the Cobb bill, with the amend- 
ments proposed by Lioyd C. Griscom, chair- 
man of the New! York county Republican 
committee; and favored by Col. Roosevelt. 
But it takes twenty-eix votes to pass a bill 
in the senate, so that the situation was not 
cleared. 


Dramatic Scene in Senate. 

Then the senate went in session, and as 
midnight drew near it was still at it, with 
no vote in sight. The scene was almost as 
dramatic and exciting as if Col. Roosevelt 
himeelf had been here to lead the batth. 

There is (talk of still another special ses- 
sion. The ‘assembly this afternoon voted to 
adjourn at 2 o'clock tomorrow afternoon, and 
as.the senate has concurred and the legis- 
lature will quit work with no primary: bill 
passed, and without having provided for 
necessary financial measures, the leaders say 
Gov. Hughes may call it back again, 

Roosevelt was the potent figure in today's 
contest. Four years ago, and again two 
years ago, he whipped the Republican state 
convention into iine, forcing fit to accept 
Hughes as the nominee for governor. The 
supreme question. today was whether he 
would be able again to compel the Repub- 
lican organization to follow his bidding. lt 
was a clearcut issue between the ex-presi- 
dent and the ‘organization ” leagers,jand 
the leadgrs. won. 

Governor Hughes returned from Boston 
tonight and sat late in the executive cham- 
ber. He had nothing to say. 

Speaker Wadsworth was frankly glad at 
the turn things! had taken. He declared 


‘that if the senate had passed the Cobb bil! 


with the Griscom amendments and sent it 
back to the assembly he would have fought 
as hardl as‘ever to<down it once more. 


Legislators Resent Coercion, 

* The action of the assembly today,” Speak- 
er Wadsworth said, “should not be con- 
strued as a gratuitous slap at the ex-presi- 
dent or at the governor.

can be completed within sixty days. 

With the Supreme court decision an tin- 
crease of these forces will be permissibie, tor 
up to this time Mr. Arnold has held down his 
expenses because they all were drawn from 
the city’s cosporate fund. For this pur- 
pose $50,000 was appropriated last January 
for the lecal rtation committee under 
the caption “ for legal, engineering, cierical, 
and other expert services as may be pe-ded 
on local transportation matters” 

However, because of the impoverished 
condition of the city’s treasury it has been 
thought advisable to hold expenditures under 
the appropriation down to «a minimum. 
Under the recent court decision it will be 
possibile to transfer the entire appropriation 
of $50,000 back to the general corporate rune 
and trapsfer the same amount from the 
traction fund for the subway work. 

The immediate action to be taken by the 
city probably will be d at the next 
meeting of the committé @  ¢Paneporta- 
tien and the question may be raised at the 
counci] meeting next Tuesday evening. 


Wilson Asks for $3,000,000. 

City Controller Wilson was pleased with 

the prospect of the return of $50,000 to the 
corporate fund and said that he was oon- 
sidering the advisability of asking the use 
of $8,000,000 from the traction fund to re- 
place that amount taken for payments on the 
new city hall from the corporate fund, which 
might, he explained, be reimbursed from 
city bond issues before the money is needed 
for subway building.

BROWNE HELD. IN: $10,000. 


Light Shed on Mysterious Incidents 
Early in Inquiry. 


Springfield, Til., June 80.—[Special.}—Two 
months, ago today Representative White's 
bribery confession was printed in Tua» Tuip- 
UNE. 

Today Minority Leader Lee O'Neil Browne 
end Representative Robert BE. Wilson ap- 
peared in Springfield and gave bond in the 
sum of $10,000 each to answer the indictment 
for conspiracy to commit bribery returned 
against them by the Sangamon county grand 
jury last Saturday. 

Indictments will be returned tomerrew 
again against State Senator Stanton C. Pem- 
berton, Representative Joseph 8. Clark, and 
State Senator John Broderick, against the 
first two for conspiracy to commit bribery 
and against Broderick for the purchase of a 
vote for Lorimer. 

Indictments also will be returned against 
loca] politicians of the Sullivan and Lorimer 
factions for frauds in the recent park board 
election. . 

Grand Jury Is to Rest. 

The grand jury will adjourn for two weeks 
to allow the local crimina)] docket to be 
cleared and to allow the cases involving leg¢- 
islative corruption to be set for arraignment 
and plea. It then will resume the investiga- 
tion of legislative corruption started by the 
White confession. 

The new indictments against Pernberton, 
Clark, and Broderick are based on the same 
facts as those previously returned, but they 
are much more elaborate legal documents, 
designed to meet the technical bjections of 
counsel for the defense both in the Circuit 
and Supreme courts. 

The indictment drawn against Broderick 
to supplant the one drawn in the few hours 
of confusion and haste ‘following Senator 
Holstiaw’s confession contains seventeen 
counts, each framed to meet the objections 
raised by Attorneys Hanecy, Forrest, Erb- 
stein, and O'Donnel to the Browne indict- 
ment in Chicago. 

An incident that occurred in the courtroom 
just after Browne and Wilson had given bail! 
threw some light on other mysterious inci- 
dents that took place at the Mitiation of the 
investigation almost two months ago. 

As Browne and Wilson were leaving the 
courtroom they were met by Miss. Daisy 
Mullin, former stenographer to the Supreme 
court and later stenographer in the house 
and senate for a number of legislative com- 
mittees and commissions. She shook hands 
with them cordiglly and talked with them for 
some minutes. 


Stenographer in Mystery. 

Miss Mullin was the principal sponsor fora 
Chicago court stenographer who appeared 
in Mr. Burke's office the day the investiga- 
tion opened here and attempted to get into 
the grand jury room as a stenographer. Mr. 
Burke refused to have anything to do with 
him. 

The man. hung around the state's attorney's 
office, stating to reporters that he had been 
telegraphed for by Mr. Burke to take down 
testimony given before the grand jury. 
When the jury went into secret session and 
heard witnesses and he was not taker: before 
that body he explained his presence in the 
anterooms of the prosecutor's office by saying 
Mr. Burke was paying him $10 a day to do 
special work.

The prosecutor an- 
nounced last evening that he would request 
the drawing of a special venire immediately 
when the case is called for trial next Wednes- 
day morning in Judge McSurely’s court. 

“The state will-be ready at that time, 
It's ready now,” Mr. Wayman said, “ and 
that is all there is.to say.” 

The prosecutor in the morning held confer- 
ence with White, the complaining witness 

against the Ottawa legislator, and Represen- 
tative H. J. C. Beckemeyer of Carlyle, who 
also confessed to the grand jury and testified 
in court that he had received $1,000 from 
Browne for his Lorimer vote. 


Expects to Strengthen Case. 

Mr. Wayman went over the case again 
with his two principal witnesses, and it was 
eaid that before the day of the trial he would 
have other evidence which would make the 
state’s case stronger than it was before. 

It is the opinion of attachés of the state’s 
attorney’s Office that the prosecution wil) be 
stronger in the second trial of the case then 
it was in the first. Interviews with jurors 
who were unable to agree the first time have 
been secured by Mr. Wayman’s assistants, 
and they will be of assistance in the presenta- 
tion of the evidence at the second trial, they 
believe. | 

Browne's attorneys did nothing in prepara- 
tion for the second defense of their client ex- 
cept for a short talk late in the evening. 


Reports of Change in Counsel. 

Attorney W. 8. Forrest, chief counsel for 
the accused minority leader, said that he 
w only resting after his hard siege of 
four ‘weeks in the case, and Attorneys P. 
H. O'Donnell and C. E. Erbstein busied them- 
selyes with other matters. Friends of 
Browne_corroborated reports thet a change 
of counsel was under consideration, but said 
no decision would be made probably for «ae 
day or two. 

Attorneys for the defense say that new evi- 
dence which they have discovered since the 
close of the first trial will figure strongly in 
Browne’s new line of defense, and it was in- 
timated that in the coming case the defendant 
might be placed on the witness stand to 
testify in his own behalf, and to offer in 
evidence the much talked of letters he says 
he received from White. 


Threat of Suit Against Wayman. 

Juror Charies Spare, believed by the state’s 
attorney to have been the stumbling block on 
the Browne jury which prevented a disagree- 
ment, got into the limelight during the day by 
threatening to bring suit for slander against 
Mr. Wayman. 

Mr. Wayman sald he was misquoted on the 
subject of “‘jury packing,’’ and refused to 
re yas Spare’s contemplated sult for slan- 

er. 

“ Well talk about thet when we get to !t,”" 
he said with a laugh. 

Spare said he received a threatening letter 
{in the morning and that it expressed a belief 
he should be hung from a telegraph pole for 
voting to acquit Browne. 

“*It does not worry me,” said Spare. “I 
suppose it was written by some crank.”

“ During the last year or two Jochmann 
and Michgels have made «@ carefyl study of 
the effects of various forms of specific anti- 
streptococcic treatment upon the course and 
outcome of thie disease,” saye the Medical 


Record. 

“While admitting thet the streptococcus 
ie not the cause of the Grease; and that in 
the malignant, rapidly fatal cases it plays 
no part whatever, they contend that im the 
severe anginose forms of scariatina it con- 
etently is present as a secondary infection, 
and im such cases ise more reeponsible for the 
fatal outcome than is the scarijatina virus 
liself. 


Make Tests from 400 Cases. 

“ Having, picked from 400 cases of scarlet 
fever sixty-two in which the prognosis ap- 
peared to be bad owing to the severity of the 
infection, the authors early began with the 
specific treatment. In a few cases & vaccine 
made according to Wright's technique was 
used alone in the hope of increasing the 
opsonic index sufficiently. to protect cguinst 
the secondary infection when it should occur. 
In a few others an antistreptoccocus serum 
prepared by inoculating horses with buoiilion 
cultures was used. In the majority of the 
cases, however, the two methods were com- 
bined, both the vaccine and serum being 
administered. 

“From this procedure resrits were db- 
tained which the authors considered more 
than justified the experiment. Of the sixty- 
two cases treated in all of which the prog- 
nosis was considered to be bad or hopeless 
at the time of Inoculation but twenty-four 
died. 

In nearly all of the cases marked tmprove- 
ment in the general condition was noted 
immediately or shortly after the inoculation. 
The sensorium cleared, the appetite im- 
proved, the puise and respiration strength- 
ened and the throat became more clean. 


Complications Are Avoided. 

Even more striking wae the freedom from 
complication in the cases which received the 
specific treatment. In the entire series there 
developed not a case of nephritis Bright's 
disease, a common result of scarlet fever. 
Among the cases which recovered and in the 
fatal cases but faint traces of albumin were 
found. These were so slight as to be ascribed 
to the general septic condition of the pa- 
tient. 

The goal to be sought im the fight against 
scarlet fever is a specific serum against 
the scariatina virus. This has not yet been 
gained and probably ‘will not be unti) more 
is known of the etiology of the disease.

her marriage a few weeks ago, was Miss 
Marjorie Gould; ts suffering from an ab- 
scess in the ear, which may necessitate 
dangerous operation. 
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Her books are read as eageriy throu 
Wurope as they are in the country where 
lives, and in Roumania she hae so ence 
herself to the people that the most 
choly face brightens at her name. 


Overcame Great Obstacles. 

The queen is an Austrian by birth, and 
until she went to live in Roumania did not 
know either its language or ite customs. She 
set herself to study both, and with such suc- 
cess that she speaks Roumanian like a na~ 
tivé, has become an authority on most of the 
country’s problems, and has founded all 
manner of instituffons by which the natural 
telents and resources of the country, almost 
dead when her husband began to reign, are 
now flourishing. 

She is regarded as the best business woman 
in Europe, and it is due to her clever adver- 
tising of the resources of her country and 
her own popularity as an author that little 
Roumania, formerly one of the most insig- 
nificant spots on the map of Europe, has 
become one of the best known and most 
prosperous. 

One of the queen's ideas was to use the 
Roumanians’ talent for embroidery ae a com- 
mercia) asset for the country, which, by the 
time it had freed itself from the Turkish 
yoke, was_almost bankrupt. Carmen Sylva 
opened a workroom where the peasants 
could obtain material for their embroidery 
and sell it at a fair iving wage. The work 
wae then sent abroad and the profite applied 
among the workers. 


Does Much to Aid Peasants, 

Ghe also opened shops where peasants can 
eell their work, which includes carpets, rugs. 
homespuns, chair coverings, tablecloths, 
clothing of all kinds, crockery. Hun- 
dreds of peasants have n emabied thereby 
to free their land from debt, to buy more 
land. to rebuild their cotteges, and to educate 
their children. 

Thanks to their queen the peasants bave 
revived the silk industry, which was entirely 
forgotten when the Turks ruled Roumania. 
Carmen Sylva opened a weaving school for 
peasant girls and gave them simple but 
practical looms which they can work at home, 
brought teachers to show them how to make 
good silk and linen, offered prizes for the 
best made stuffs, and scattered these expert 
weavers in various parts of the country, 
where they in ttun teach their neighbors.

Indeed. so bountiful and fich was the fere 
which the Grimods invariably provided for 
théir guests that it used to: be, sald in Paris 
that one dined at the Grimods’, But one did 
not digest there. Voltaire was a frequent 
guest. and Vatel occasionally presided over 
the kitchens.

In 1816 the palace of the Grimods was occu- 
pied by the great Duke of Wellington, and it 
wae there that he gave his memorable ball 
to celebrate thé marriage of that royal Duc 
de Berry who a few years later was to euc- 
cumb to the knife of the essassin Louvel at 
the opéra, leaving séveral children by his 
English morganatic wife, Amy Brown, one 
of whom became the Baroness de Charette, 
mother of old Gen. Baron de Charette; while, 
subsaquent to the murder of the duke, his 
royal Neapolitan widow, the duchess, gave 
birth to a son who reigned for a few hours 
in 1800 as Henry V. of Franoe, and who died 
as thé Comte de Chambord. 

In 1850 the French government purchased 
the so-called Hotel Grimod and assigned it 
as a residence to the Turkish ambassad@or, by 
virtue of the odd arrangement according to 
which the French government provides the 
Ottoman embassy with sulteble quarters In 
Paris, while in return the sublime porte fur- 
nished the French embassy at Stambou! with 
@ palace in Constantinople and. with a coun- 
try seat on the shores of the Boeporus, at 
Therapia. 

Ten years later the Turkish embassy moved

William Carroll, city electrician, says that 
although the contract calls for photometer 
tests to be made of the lamps, such tests 
have been few, and it was not until the Mer- 
riam commission started to investigate the 
bureau of electricity that a thorough test 
and report on these gasoline lamps was made. 

The contract calls for lamps that will give 
sixty candle power, but official tests made by 
the Merriam commission engineers in con- 
junction with a tester from the bureau of 
electricity and a representative of the com- 
pany, showed an average of only 26.4 candle 
power, and Independent tests meade by the 
commission's men gave &n average candie 
power of 19. rs 

Lights Too Dim to Test. 

The independent tests ran all the way from 
“too low to make & reading” to “ thirty- 
three candle power.” In the official tests 
two lamps ran above 50, but the balance were 
below 30 candle power, and one was as low 
as 2 candie power. 

Under new specifications, drawn by the 
bureau of electricity, in contemplation of the 
end of the present contract on Sept. 1, the 
standard will be fixed at 90 candle power, 
with a permitted fluctuation of 15 candle 


power.

He had only hoped to meet the 
opponent of his regular patient, Jeffries, 
When Dr. Parker was introduced to Johnson 
he could scarcely acknowledge the introduc- 
tion properly, for the professional interest he 
displayed in the huge naked brown form be- 
fore him. After the handshake Johnson said: 
“ Doctor, do f look like a sick man?’ And

The fact that Jeffries was impervicus to 
the sledgehammer wallops of Fitzsimmons 
also took the heart out of that marvel of the 
ring, and nobody ever accused old Fits of 
lacking a heart. ? 


Johnson to Lose Heart, TooP 


Whether Johnson lacks heart or whether he 
doesn't, after he has pounded Jeffries in 
every conceivable place and then repeated 
it all over again, and Jim keeps stalking in, 
always coming, never receding—say; John-. 
son's heart will just evaporate. 

I know whereof I speak. In my second 
fight with Jeffries I had trained for and suc- 
ceeded in developing a punch, It was thé 
real thigg.. When I got Jeffries in the ring 
I feinted for an opening, got it, and then let 
go for all I was worth, catching him squarely 
on the jaw. He didn’t even blink an eyelash, 
didn’t stop for an instant, just came lumber- 
ing toward me like a big grizzly. 

“T didn't catch him quite right,” thought 
L “ This one will get him sure.” Once more 
I measured him, then drew back my arm 
and, summoning all the strength there was in 
me, I swung my fist accurately to the point of 
the chin. He didn’t waver, and I thought 
I'd better play for his body, for surely he~ 
had an ifon jaw.

Well, you all know what I did in those 
early rounds. I don’t belleve there was a4 
place that I didn’t land on him with all my 
might—not once but a dozen times. And he 
always kept coming, his expression never 
changing.

Report Is Expected to Be Ready

Washington, D. C., June 30,—[{Special. }— 
President Taft's tariff experts have begun 
without delay the investigation into the 
schedules of the Aldrich law to determine 
the duties that will bear revision by the con~ 
gress to be elected in November. F 

Two of the experts are in Europe, ascer- 
taining the cost “of production, including 
wages, of articles which enter into competi- 
tion with American goods of the same char- 
acter. The third is in the United States pav- 
ing the way for the exhaustive study of 
domestic conditions which is essential to a 
thorough understanding of the tariff situ- 
ation. 

Econ >mists of experience will be employed 
te assist the experts in thein work. It is ex- 
pected by the time the next congress as- 
sembies President Taft will be in possession 

’ of a great deal of accurate information which 
will enable him to present to congress facts 
upon which scientific revision of certain 
schedules can be meade. 


More Money Will Be Asked. 

By an appropriation made in \the sundry 
civil law, $250,000 was placed at the disposal 
of the tariff experts to conduct the work of 
In the view of the adminis- 
tation this is not enough for the comprehen- 
#ive pian outlined by the president, and tn 
his annual message to be transmitted to con- 
gress at the session in December next he will 
recommend amother appropriation, probably 
of $500.000. 

Mr. Taft feels that a tremendous and im- 
portant task has been confided to his experts. 
Their recommendations will be of interest to 
every pereon in the United States and affect 
évery industry. It is held important, there- 
fore, that they sball acquire ali information 
obtainabie upon which to base the recom- 
mendations they must submit. 

Itis the general understanding that the first 
schedules receiving attention are those re- 
lating to wool, known as “the citadel of 
protection,” and cotton. In his celebrated 
Winona speech, wherein he described the 
Aldrich law as the best ever passed, the 
president criticised both these schedules, par- 
ti¢niarly that dealing with wool.

Chicago and Elgin. Produce 
Exchanges Are Declared 
in Line of Fire. 


UNDER ANTI-TRUST LAW. 


Action Depends on- Outcome of 
Sait Against Butter and 
Egg Mart. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT ) 

Washington, D. C., June 80.—(Special.}— 
The Chicago board of trade and the Elgin 
butter board wil) be prosecuted for restraint 
of trade under the Sherman anti-trust law 
if the federal government wins the pending 
sult of similar nature against the Chicago 
butter and egg board. 

It also is possible the government attor- 
neys will seek to obtain from the next fed- 
eral grand jury indictments of the officers of 
the Chicago butter and egg board and of the 
Elgin butter board. 

This program of trust busting became 
known today in connection with the plans of 
the government for bringing the case against 
the butter and egg board to an early trial. 

The department of justice desires the ear- 
liest possible determination of the questions 
raised in thie case as the decision wil! create 
a prenedent for guidance in the prosecu- 
tion of all similar organizations dealing in 
the necessities of life. 


Prospect for Quick Action. 

The prospect now is that the suit to dissolve 
the butter and egg board on the ground that 
it manipulates prices and restrains trade in 
Ilinols and surrounding states will come to 
a hearing some time in September and wi!! 
go to the Supreme court in the October term. 

William 8. Kenyon, who assists the attor- 
ney general in trust prosecutions, will have 
charge of:the case for the government and 
will be assisted by District Attorney Sims and 
Assistants Wilkerson and Codman. 

In attacking the butter and egg board the 
government is striking out along @ new line. 
There are no precedents for the dissolution 
of a commodity exchange on the ground of 
restraint of trade. The board is charged with 
fixing an artificial price for butter and eggs 
so that producers are compelled to sell ata 
tower price than that which actually obtains 
on the exchange. 

If the government is upheld in this attack 
it will have sufficient ground for a similar 
prosecution of the board of trade, involving 
an analogous violation of the anti-trust law. 

On the board of trade competition is arti- 
fically restrained between 1:15 p. m. and 9 
a.m. the next day. Henry 8. Robbins, the 
attorney of the board and the government 
prosecutor of bucketshops, is on record in 
an opinion declaring this rule a violation of 
the law prohibiting restraint of trade. 


Sims Also Is on Record. : 
District Attorney Sims also is on record in 
an opiniom filed with the attorney general 
holding that the board of trade in this re- 
spect ig liable to prosecution under the Sher 
man anti-trust law. 

A government investigation of the Chicago 
board of trade was launched some time ago 
and etill ie in progress. Then the evidence 
against the butter and egg board turned up, 
and it was decided to make this a test case 
and postpone the board of trade prosecution 
until the points involved could be given judi- 
cial construction.

Washington, D. C., June 90.—Former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's support of the income tax 
amendment pending before the New York 
legislature ig sought by advocates of such a 
tax. The action of Col. Roosevelt yesterday 
in expressing hie approval of the Cobb direct 
primary bill at the request of Gov. Hughes, 
inspired Represegtative Hull of Tennessee to 
send the following telegram to him today: 

“As you are willing now to urge your state 
legislature to enact wholesome legislation, I 
venture to ask your attention to the income 
tax amendment before your legislature, 
which recently failed by one vote. New 
York’s te of commanding importance. All 
parties, the president and you, former presi- 
dent, and foremost American private citi- 
gen, have indorsed a tax upon incomes. 

“May I suggest your potent influence to 
the end of New York's ratification of such 
tax? It ie @ measure of economy, beneficial
